The fine rootlets of the young trees are very 
delicate and may be seriously injured even by a 
few minutes exposure to the sun or drying winds.

Before the ground freezes solidly, an especially 
good watering should be given. This freezes the 
roots wet and prevents the drying out of the 
foliage. Even during the winter, if there is no 
snow on the ground, an occasional watering should 
be given. If the Spring is dry, watering should 
be kept up. 


After the ground is frozen, newly planted ever- 
noe should receive a heavy mulch of either dead 

eaves or straw, 8-10 inches deep. A mulch of 
this kind holds the frost in check and prevents 
heaving out, due to alternating freezing and thaw- 
ing. Weight the mulch dowm with dirt or boards to
